On Novesfcer 9, 1963, tho Miami (Florida) police department tape- 
recorded a conversation between one of its Informants and a repre- 
sentative of the so-oalled "national States* Rights Party*, this 
was given to the Seoret Service* 

The facts have been published, first in the Miami papers and later 
in my book, OSWALD IN NSW ORLEANS (pp*383ff«). 

Since then my efforts to obtain a copy of either the tape or the 
transcript at the National Archives have been unsuccessful* The ar- 
chivist reports either the Commission* s files do not oontain either 
or the ooples cannot now be located* 

Tet it is ay reeolleotion that in early 1966, when X was examining 
documents that originated in your agenoy, I did aee reference to this 
incident* X cannot recall tie file identification* 

I am writing to aak that you provide the archivist or me with the 
identification of the file or files in which this material appears 
and, if he has mislaid them or if they were misfiled, that you pro- 
vide the archivist with duplicate copies* ( 

In the event this matter was not fully disclosed in the files of the 
Warren Commission, X aak diet, pursuant to the Ootober 31* 1966, order 
of the Attorney Oeneral, you provide a complete file to the National 
Archives* That order directs that everything considered by the Com- 
mission and in the possession of the government be transferred to the 
Archives and made available for research in the normal course of things* 

The Warren Report cays that, prior to the President*# trip to Dallas, 
the Seoret Service examined its file of threats for the period ending 
November 8, 1963, and for the Dallas -Fort Worth area only, nothing 
else* Beoauae I will he writing and speaking further about this, if 
there is anything you would like to add, X would welcome it*
